Most OTVARC members are 
also members of ARRL: The 
National Association for 
Amateur Radio. The ARRL 
represents US amateurs before 
the Federal Communications 
Commission and Congress. In 
addition, as the national 
association for the US ARRL 
represents us with the 
International Amateur Radio 
Union. 


ARRL's structure divides the 
United States into 15 ARRL 
Divisions. We are part of the 
Northwestern Division, which 
covers Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, Alaska, and Montana. 
Every three years the ARRL full 


members in each division elect a 


director and a vice director to 
represent them on the League's 
Board of Directors. Our director 


is Greg Milnes W7OZ. Greg is a 


member of OTVARC. Our vice 
director is Jim Fenstermaker 
K9JF. They were recently re- 
elected to these offices. 


The Board determines the policies of 
the League which are carried out by 
the staff. A director's function is 
principally policymaking at the 
highest level. Each division's director 
and vice director represent their 
division on ARRL policy matters. If 
you have a question or comment 
about League policies, contact your 
representatives at the addresses 
shown below. 


The 15 Divisions of the League are 
arranged into 71 administrative 
Sections. There are six sections in 
Northwestern Division. They are 
Montana, Idaho, Eastern 
Washington, Western Washington, 
Alaska, and Oregon. Each is headed 
by an elected Section Manager (SM). 
The Oregon Section Manager is 
Randy Stimson KZ7T, also a 
member of OTVARC. He is the 
person to contact when you have 
news about your station or club 
activity. 


Within each section, a program that 
assists members and enhances 
amateur radio is directed by
